Written by the late unfortunate BRoUGHTEN, 
to his Wife, the night preceding his.execution, 
at York, for Mail.ropbery. 

MY DEAR ELIZA, 

rT HIS is the lait affeionate token thou 
iT wilt ever receive from my hand :—an 

hand that trembles at my approaching diffolu- 

tion; fo foon—fo very foon to enfue. 

Betere thou wilt open this lalt epiftle of 
thine unfortunate hufband, thele eyes, which 
overflow with tears of contrition, fall bave 
ceafed to weep; and this heart, now flutters 
ing on the verge of eternity, flat! beat no 
more, 

Ihave prepared my mind to meet death 

ut horror: and ah! how happy, had 

that death been the common vilitanen of na- 
ture. Be not dilcomforted. God Will be 
thy friend. In the folitude of my cell I 
have fought him, His Spirit hath fupporred 
me—hath affilted me in my prayers, and ma- 
ny a time, in the moment of remorfeful 
anguifh, hath whifpered peace: for my 
dear Eliza, I never added cruelty to in- 
juttice. 

Yet, though I have refolved to meet death 
without fear, one part of my awful! fentence 
—a lfentence aggravated by being merited— 
chills me with herror. When | refleé that 
my poor remains, the tokens of, mortality, 
mult not {icep in peace, but be buffeted by the 
ficrms of Heaven,, or parched by the fum- 
wer’s fun, while the traveller fhrinks from 
them with difguit and terror—this confidera- 
tion freezes my blucd, This cell—«* aw- 
ful gloom—thefe irons—yea death ilelf is 
not fo grevious, Why will the laws continue 
to {port with the wretched, after life is at an 
end? 

Eliza! my friend! my wife! the laft 
fad {cene approaches, when! fhall be no more. 
When I thail leave the world, and thee my 
dear to its mercy ;—not only thee, but my 
unprotected children, the pledges of a love, 
through misfortune, through diffiipation, 
through vice and infamy, on thy part, un- 
changed. Ah! fool that 1 was, to think 
Friendibip could exitt but with Virwe! Had 1 
fitened to the advice thon haft fo often gi- 
ven me, we had been a happy family, ref- 
peétable, and refpected. Bat it ispaft. That 
advice hath been flighted, I am doomed to 


an ignomiuious death, and thou and my chil- 








dren, horid thought! to infamy. ‘To thee alone 
I truft the education of thofe ill-fated creatures, 
whom I now, more than ever, love and weep for, 
Warn them to avoid yaming of every deicription ; 
thet baneful vice which has caufed their father to 
be fufpended a long and lafting fpectacle, to feed 
the eye of curiofity.

Caafe them to leara 
fome trade, that bufinefs may fill their minds, and 
leave no room for diffipation. When feated round 
your wiater’s fire, when the little innocents en- 
quire after their unfortanate father, ah! tell them 
gaming was bieruin ;—be negiedted all religious 
duties—he never coaveried with his heart ia fo- 
litude—he ftilled the upbraidings of confcience, 
in the company of the lewd and profligate, and is 
hung on high a fad aod awful warning to after- 
times. 1 fee thee thus employed, while the 
tears trickle down that dear face, which | have fo 
ill deferved. 

Adigu, my Eliza!—adiea for ever! The morn- 
ing appears, tor the lait time to thele fed eyes. —
